Change  in  policy  slated 


for  ticket  distribution 


Two  major  revisions  in  ticket 
distribution  will  be  instituted  at 
Homecoming,  announced  Randy  Smith, 
Athletics  vice  president. 

One  change  had  been  previously  hinted 
by  Smith  after  the  clogged  conditions  at 
the  last  home  game.  Officials  now 
propose  to  have  two  pick  up  points  to 
alleviate  the  burden  in  certain  areas  of  the 
ELWC. 

Seating  for  all  branches  will  be  available 
at  the  booths  set  up  in  the  ELWC 
Ballroom.  All  guest  pass  seating,  general 
block  seating,  clubs  and  card  stunt  passes 
will  be  distributed  in  396  ELWC. 

“This  change  is,  of  course,  to  help 
eliminate  the  long  lines  and  congestion 
we  had  to  contend  with  during  the  last 
distribution  period,”  Smith  explained. 

The  main  revision,  however,  is  the 
rotating  number  system.  Students  must 
now  begin  picking  up  their  tickets 
according  to  the  last  digit  of  their  student 
number. 

The  student  who  picks  up  the  tickets 
must  have  an  ID  which  corresponds  with 
the  last  digit  that  is  allowed  to  be  picked 
at  that  time.  This  ID  must  be  the  holder’s 
own  card. 

Numbers  six  and  seven  will  be  allowed 
to  pick  up  tickets  at  all  distribution 
points  beginning  at  8 a.m.  and  continuing 
until  all  lines  close  at  5 p.m.  Eight  and 
nine  may  begin  pick  up  at  9:30  a.m. 
continuing  all  day.  Digits  zero  and  one 
start  at  1 1 a.m.  while  two  and  three  may 
pick  up  beginning  at  12:30  p.m.  Four  and 
five  may  begin  at  2 p.m. 

“All  this  means”  Smith  explained,  “is 
that  persons  holding  cards  with  certain 
numbers  cannot  begin  pick-up  of  their 
tickets  until  certain  hours.  This  way,  we 
feel  that  we  can  break  up  the  massive 


crowding  at  certain  hours,  like  at  10  a.m. 
when  no  one  has  any  classes.” 

Officials  in  the  Athletics  Office  felt 
because  the  numbers  will  rotate,  everyone 
will  have  the  chance  to  pick  up  beginning 
at  8 a.m.  eventually.  The  system  will 
continue  through  basketball  season  to 
assure  “easy  and  fair”  distribution. 

Smith  stressed  students  may  only  buy 
one  guest  pass  at  regular  ticket  pick  up 
points.  If  students  wish  to  obtain  more 
than  one,  they  must  go  to  the  Marriott 
Center  for  tickets. 

All  other  portions  of  the  previously 
specified  ticket  policy  will  remain  the 
same.  Distribution  will  continue  on 
Thursdays  beginning  at  8 a.m. 

“We  will  have  a line  at  5 p.m.  for  line 
tickets  and  leftovers,”  Smith  said.  “It  will 
start  in  the  west  side  of  the  main 
ballroom,  and  chairs  will  be  provided  for 
the  first  300  people.”

The  move  by  Jens  Otto  Krag  came  as  a surprise.  He  said  his  Social 
Democratic  government  would  remain  in  power  and  his  step-down  as 
prime  minister  was  “a  personal  decision.”

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The  changing  times 

The  recent  change  in  the  starting  time  for  the  BYU  vs.  Long  Beach 
State  football  encounter  at  Anaheim  had  an  unusual  twist. 

When  Long  Beach  State  first  began  promotions  for  its  Oct.  6 
encounter  with  BYU,  they  found  ticket  sales  unusually  low  among  the 
Southern  California  Mormons. 

Counting  on  a large  crowd  from  the  Mormon  community  to  attend 
its  game,  Long  Beach  began  looking  for  a possible  reason  for  the  lack  of 
interest  among  the  Mormons. 

About  this  time,  the  local  LDS  officials  explained  to  the  Long  Beach 
promoters  the  game  time  conflicted  with  the  scheduled  LDS  General 
Priesthood  meeting. 

Mormon  officials  suggested  the  time  for  the  game  be  changed  so  the 
priesthood  holders  could  attend  both  the  game  and  the  priesthood 
meeting. 

Dr.  Lew  Comer  of  Long  Beach  State  acted  upon  the  suggestion  and 
soon  contacted  BYU  Athletic  Director,  Stan  Watts,  and  asked  if  BYU 
would  accept  a 1:15  p.m.  kick-off  instead  of  the  scheduled  8 p.m. 

Coach  Watts  gladly  accepted  the  time  change.  It  meant  he  and  his 
players  could  hear  the  priesthood  section  of  conference  and  participate 
in  the  spiritual  enlightenment. 

A way  out  for  the  lonely 

Everybody  is  lonely. 

The  city  dwellers,  the  farm  folk,  the  old  and  the  young  are  all  lonely. 

Some  thinkers  including  Maryland  Senator  Charles  McC.  Mathias  Jr. 
believe  external  forces  in  our  crowded  society  are  to  blame  for  our 
loneliness.  Others  such  as  author  Erick  Kahler  blame  internal  forces. 
Still  there  are  others  who  claim  loneliness  results  from  both  internal 
and  external  pressures. 

But,  no  matter  where  loneliness  comes  from,  the  Timpanogos  Day 
Care  Center  in  Provo  is  doing  something  to  help. 

Often  individuals  through  the  Provo  Crisis  Line  say  they  are  lonely 
and  are  contemplating  suicide,  says  Clinical  Psychologist  David 
Seamons.  They  are  not  mentally  ill  so  the  hospital  is  not  the  best 
solution.  What  they  need  is  to  be  active  and  involved  in  many  areas. 

To  involve  people  is  the  purpose  of  the  center,  which  sees  between 
900  and  950  people  a month.  Activities  range  from  pottery  to  women’s 
exercise  classes.  The  staff  and  out-patients  have  meetings  where  they 
give  each  other  feedback.  Milieu  therapy,  which  is  an  informal 
do-your-own-thing,  helps  patients  know  they’re  not  alone  in  their 
feelings  or  situation. 

An  unnamed  BYU  student  who  has  attended  the  center,  feels  it  is  a 
good  place  to  ward  off  loneliness.  “I  start  playing  a game  and  before  I 
know  it  I’m  playing  with  someone,”  she  says.  “I  forget  about  being 
lonely.” 

Such  concern  on  the  part  of  the  community  and  such  solutions  on 
the  part  of  the  center  are  commendable  of  a town  often  criticized  for 
its  lack  of  action  in  these  areas. 

Tt’s  all  Greek  to  me’ 

The  legendary  Prometheus  was  given  foresight  while  his  brother 
Epimetheus  was  gifted  with  hindsight. 

While  Prometheus  was  forever  in  trouble  with  the  gods,  Epimetheus 
wasn’t  (though  his  wife,  Pandora,  did  have  her  problems). 

But  because  of  his  courage  in  giving  the  gift  of  fire  to  mortals,  the 
name  Prometheus  has  become  synonymous  with  life-bringing,  creativity 
and  courage,  while  the  name  Epimetheus  is  synonymous  with  nothing. 

The  moral?  Those  with  foresight  have  a better  chance  of  being 
successful  than  those  with  hindsight.  But,  having  foresight  may  prove 
dangerous.  (Prometheus  is  now  chained  to  a rock  and  suffers  from 
chronic  intestinal  disorders). 

Those  who  posses  hindsight  are  easily  recognizable:  ‘1  could  have 
passed  that  test  if  I’d  just  spent  ten  more  minutes  studying  the 
Protestant  Reformation.”  Or,  “Why  did  I fool  around  all  day  Saturday 
instead  of  studying?” 

Those  who  possess  foresight  are  able  to  view  the  consequences  of 
their  actions  and  make  choices  with  an  eye  to  long-range  returns.  They 
make  above-average  students  and  successful  people. 

Hindsighters  see  the  here  and  now  and  way  back  when  but  never 
manage  to  face  up  to  tomorrow. 

It  takes  courage  to  look  into  eternity  and  ask  oneself,  “How  will  my 
present  actions  affect  my  future?” 

It  takes  no  courage  to  say  to  oneself,  “I’ll  let  it  go  this  time  and  make 
up  for  it  next  time.” 

What  about  those  who  have  no  foresight?  That  should  be  no  problem. 
Just  ask  someone  who  has  already  been  where  you’re  going:  “What’s  it 
like,  how  should  I act,  what  will  happen  to  me  if  I do  it  this  way?” 

How  can  one  ask  those  who  have  gone  before?  Well,  read  a few 
books,  seek  a little  counsel,  ask  a few  questions,  go  to  college,  listen  to 
a few  people. 

And  even  if  you  never  develop  foresight,  you  can  still  become 
successful  through  the  hindsight  of  others.

‘Revenue  sharers’ should  vote 


Under  the  auspices  if  the  “old 
enough  to  fight,  old  enough  to 
vote,”  cry,  BYU  students  should 
be  allowed  to  vote  in  local 
elections. 

If  their  money  is  good  enough 
to  contribute  to  the  community, 
they  should  have  some  voice  in 
who  spends  the  money. 

By  the  same  token,  and  as  worn 
to  death  it  may  be,  if  they  are 
going  to  live  under  the  arm  of  a 
local  government  for  four  years  or 
so,  why  not  help  to  shape  that 
arm? 

Upon  a note  of  complaint  about 
the  services  (or  lack  of  them) 
provided  by  the  local  government, 
the  complainer  inevitably  hears  a 
flat  refrain:  “Who  are  you  to 
complain?  You  don’t  pay  for  it, 
you  just  use  it.” 

Alas,  disgruntled  out-of-state 
transplant,  there  is  a come-back. 

“BYU  students  contribute  to 
the  revenue  of  the  city  in  two 
ways,”  said  Provo  City  Auditor, 
H.  Blaine  Hall.  “First,  they 
unknowingly  contribute  to 
personal  property  taxes  because 
rent  is  set  by  property  owners  to 
cover  that  cost.” 

“The  big  contribution  to  the 
revenue  by  BYU  students,”  he 
continued,  “comes  in  the  form  of 
sales  tax.  Utah  County  enforces  a 
half  cent  optional  sales  tax.  The 
State  collects  the  taxes  from 
businesses  every  quarter  and  the 
half  cent  option  is  remitted  back 
to  the  point  of  collection,  in  this 
case,  Provo  City.” 

A study  of  the  estimated  budget 
for  Provo  City  for  1972-73  reveals 
personal  property  tax  makes  up 
35  per  cent  of  estimated  revenue. 
Sales  tax  is  included  in  a 24  per 
cent  contribution  to  the  revenue 
which  comes  under  the  title 
“other  taxes.” 

BYU  students  also  contribute  to 


the  fines  and  penalties  collected 
by  the  city.  The  total  of  this 
department  equals  eight  per  cent 
of  the  total  revenue  of  the  city. 

So,  it  can  be  seen  BYU  students 
help  to  pay  for  67  per  cent  of  the 
total  revenue  collected  by  Provo 
City  each  year— 35  per  cent 
personal  property  tax  plus  24  per 
cent  other  taxes,  eight  per  cent 
fines  and  penalties’. 

By  contributing  to  67  per  cent 
of  the  revenue  of  Provo,  BYU 
students  are  helping  to  pay  for  the 
salaries  of  elected  officials  (some 
$46,000  this  year);  they  are 
helping  the  city  court  and  law 
enforcement  agencies  to  operate; 
they  are  contributing  to  the 
financing  of  the  new  Provo  City 

Nixon  cuts

If  movies  are  going  to  get 
out  of  the  gutter,  Hollywood  will 
have  to  lead  them  out. 

The  uncompromising  attitude 
of  the  First  Family  may  help 
nudge  the  pendulum  back  toward 
sanity  and  honest  creativity  in  the 
film  business.

If  BYU  students  are  expected  tc 
live  and  function  under  the  arm  oi  1 
the  elected  officialdom,  paying 
the  penalty  if  they  don’t,  it  seems 
only  fair  that  they  should  be  able 
to  have  a voice  in  the 
decision -something  more  than 
just  campaigning  for  a candidate. ;

PHYSICIAN  HEAL  THYSELF 
Editor: 

An  Associated  Press  report  under  the 
heading  “New  Delhi  offers  foreigners’ 
drug  haven”  has  been  published  in  the 
September  29  issue  of  Daily  Universe.  I 
would  like  to  help  correct  the 
impression  it  leaves  on  a reader. 

Foreigners  who  want  to  visit  places 
of  tourist  interest  (by  thumbing  a ride 
for  an  elephant!)  are  always  welcome 
to  India.  By  tradition,  alcohol,  drugs 
and  other  alien  habits  are  forbidden  in 
Indian  families.  It  is  a common 
knowledge  that  drugs  are  no  social 
problem  in  India.  Drugs  may  be  dirt 
cheap  there,  but  there  is  hardly  anyone 
to  pay  for  the  dirt.  As  many  a pious 
man  has  long  hair  and  negligent  attire, 
it  is  difficult  to  distinguish  between  a 
hippie  and  a ‘Y’  student  amongst 
foreign  visitors.  When  you  see  a long 
hair  with  beads  all  over  him  asking  you 
the  path  to  ‘Swarga’  (Haven)  or  to  a 
temple  of  ‘Rama’  or  ‘Krishna’,  you  do 


not  lead  him  to  Hotel  Crown  in  New 

Delhi.  When  we  encourage  visitors 
from  the  so-called  advanced  countries, 
we  implicitly  assume  that  they  are 
equally  intelligent  to  distinguish 
between  the  rose  gardens  and  the  drug 
hide-outs. 

It  has  been  complained  that  the 
Indian  Government  does  not  arrest 
these  drug  users.  Both  the  Indian 
Police  and  the  courts  have  difficulty  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  country  itself. 
It  may  not  be"  in  the  interest  of  the 
authorities  to  show  more  zeal  in 
arresting  foreigners  when  you  are  also 
inviting  bad  publicity  for  both 
countries. 

One  suggestion  could  be  to  buy 
places  like  Hotel  Crown  (like  subsidies 
being  paid  to  grass  growing  countries), 
though  it  may  not  be  viable.  When  a 
person  goes  abroad,  he  is  supposed  to 
take  preventive  shots  against 
epidemics.  It  would  be  much  easier,  I 
think,  to  weed  out  long  hairs,  glazed 
eyes,  and  jerky  movements  in  a 
Kennedy  Airport  than  to  count  dead 
meat  in  Connaught  Place  in  New  Delhi. 

America  is  a great  nation  respected 
all  over  the  world  as  the  guiding  light 
of  progress  of  this  century.  If  Thou 
cannot  heal  Thyself,  there  are  no 
physicians  else  where.

LOOK  AT  THE  LAWS 


Editor: 

I am  writing  this  in  regard  to  the 
hunting  editorial. 

The  first  things  Ann  uses  are  the 
same  things  I have  heard  used  for 
several  years  to  condemn  hunting.  She 
tells  of  things  hunters  do  illegally.  She 
claims,  among  other  things,  that 
hunters  use  airplanes,  speedboats, 
helicopters,  dogs  and  snowmobiles  to 
hunt. 

I would  like  to  inform  her  of  some 
Idaho  laws.  It  is  illegal  to  shoot  from 
or  across  a public  highway,  to  shoot  at 
a game  animal  from  a mechanically 
powered  vehicle  or  boat,  to  hunt  big 
game  except  bear  or  cougar  with  dogs, 
to  use  a helicopter  to  transport  game, 
hunters,  or  their  gear  to  and  from 
anything  but  an  established  landing 
field,  to  spot  game  with  an  aircraft  and 
signal,  by  any  means,  this  information 
to  hunters  on  the  ground  and  to  molest 
or  drive  any  game  with  aircraft, 
motor-driven  vehicle,  boat  or  sailboat. 

This  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the 
game  animal  has  better  senses  than  a 
man,  knows  the  area  well  and  has 
considerable  natural  camouflage 
changes  the  odds  in  favor  of  the 
animal. 

A little  something  for  you  to  think 
about:  which  has  the  best  chance  of 
survival,  a steer  in  a feedlot  whose  final 
destiny  is  a slaughterhouse,  or  a deer  in 
several  square  miles  of  mountains  or 
thick  brush?  If  the  hunter  is  a true 
hunter  (not  a wanton  game  killer)  both 
animals  end  up  on  the  table  as  food.

More  bikes  hit  road, 
nore  land  in  street 


Once  you  start  that  bike,  you 
are  taking  your  life  in  your  own 
handlebars. 

That’s  virtually  what  anyone 
does  when  he  joins  the  throng  of 
new  cyclists  in  pursuit  of  their 
sport  and  business. 

“There  is  no  room  for  cycles 
and  cars  on  the  same  roadway,” 
growled  an  unnamed  official  of 
the  American  Automobile 
Association  in  an  interview  with 
the  Christian  Science  Monitor. 
And  statistics  of  bicycle  accidents 
and  fatalities  would  tend  to  bear 
him  out.  In  competition  between 
the  bike  and  the  car,  the  car 
inevitably  wins.  And  in 
competition  with  slick  streets,  wet 
leaves  and  drainage  grates,  the 
bicycle  comes  out  a poor  second 
too. 

Perhaps  bicyclists  are  too 
free-wheeling,  feel  too  confident 
as  more  and  more  of  their 
numbers  hit  the  road,  because 
statistically  more  and  more  of 
their  numbers  are  landing  in  the 
street. 

In  Texas,  for  example,  there  has 
been  a sharp  rise  in  the  number  of 
deaths  and  injuries  resulting  from 
bicycle  accidents  according  to 
their  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  In  the  first  six  months  of 
1972,  32  people  were  killed  in 
biking  accidents,  as  compared  to 
12  in  all  of  1970  and  a half  dozen 
in  1971. 

Safety  experts  advise  bikers  to 
take  it  all  seriously,  to  obey 
traffic  rules  that  apply  to  them  as 
well  as  auto  drivers,  to  be  sure 
their  equipment  is  in  good 
condition,  to  just  be  careful. 

But  it  can  happen  to  the  best  of 
bikers. 

The  president  of  a Rochester, 
N.Y.  Bicylcing  Club  was  killed  last 
July  when  a dog  darted  in  front  of 
his  bike  and  caused  him  to  fall 
and  strike  his  head. 

Small  children,  of  course,  fall 
off  their  bikes  a lot.  But  when 
adults  fall  off,  they  stand  a good 


chance  of  wrecking  knees,  wrists 
or,  more  seriously,  their  heads. 
Bicycle  experts  have  begun  to 
recomm.end  that  cyclists  wear 
special  helmets  to  protect  their 
heads. 

The  problem  with  regular 
motorcycle-type  helmets,  a local 
cyclist  says,  is  that  you  can’t  hear 
the  traffic  around  you;  the 
problem  with  biking  helmets  is 
they  don’t  really  protect  your 
head  from  much  but  scratches. 

The  best  way  to  keep  from 
run-ins  with  cars,  of  course,  is  to 
keep  , off  streets,  and  there  is 
considerable  pressure  among  local 
bike  enthusiasts  and  suggestions 
by  the  Daily  Universe  for  bike 
paths  which  would  provide  safe 
transit  for  bikers.  That  will  be  up 
to  the  Provo  council  to  decide. 

Until  such  time  as  bikers  do 
have  their  own  roads  and 
highways,  how  can  they  protect 
themselves  from  motorized  or 
natural  disasters?  Eugene  Sloane, 
cycling  expert,  devotes  an  entire 
chapter  to  safety  tips  in  his 
“Complete  Book  of  Bicycling,” 
which  he  says,  if  followed,  “you 
need  never  have  a bicycle 
accident.” 

Forthwith,  sampling  of  his 
major  points: 

1.  Follow  laws  set  for  autos. 
Don’t  run  red  lights,  or  skip  stop 
signs  because  you  cannot  move 
out  of  the  way  fast  enough  if  a car 
comes  barreling  through  an 
intersection.  If  you  are  violating 
the  law,  you  11  find  it  very  hard  to 
collect  any  insurance,  if  you 
survive  the  whole  thing. 

2.  Ride  with  the  traffic,  not 
against  it. 

3.  Never  ride  on  a city  street 
where  parking  is  not  allowed. 
“There  is  simply  no  room  for  you 
between  the  traffic  and  the  gutter 
on  streets  where  car  parking  is 
forbidden.”  On  streets  where  cars 
are  parked,  you  should  have  room 
between  the  parked  cars  and  the 
moving  traffic  to  safely  maneuver 
your  bike. 

4.  Watch  for  car  doors  opening 
ahead  of  you.  If  you  run  into  an 
opening  door,  you  will  be  thrown 
for  a disastrous  loop.  To  help 
yourself,  watch  through  back 
windows  and  side-view  mirrors  of 
cars  you  approach. 

5.  Cycle  in  a straight 
unwavering  line  so  you  can  learn 
to  turn  your  head  to  check  traffic 
behind  you. 

6.  An  an  intersection,  be 
cautious.  Don't  assume  cars  will 


stop  at  stop  signs,  especially  in  a 
suburban  area. 

7.  While  riding  in  the  city,  have 
hands  on  brake  levers  at  all  times, 
keep  toe  straps  loose. 

8.  Avoid  rushhour  motorists, 
they  are  meaner  than  other 
drivers,  Sloane  says. 

9.  Always  give  right-of-way  to 
pedestrians. 

10.  If  you  are  planning  to  ride 
your  bike  downtown,  plan  a route 
which  will  avoid  main  arteries. 

11.  Watch  out  for  driveways 
where  cars  may  be  pulling  out, 
and  buses,  which  pull  in  and  out 
of  traffic  lanes. 

12.  Wear  a helmet,  at  least  for 
city  traffic,  make  sure  your  bike  is 
well  equipped  with  lights  and 
reflectors.  Consider  wearing 
gloves. 

13.  If  you  ride  in  the  rain,  take 
corners  carefully.  Avoid  wet 
leaves.  Remember  you  are  less 
visible  to  drivers.  Wear  blue  or 
yellow  sunglasses  to  keep  rain 
from  your  eyes. 

14.  Watch  out  for  storm  sewer 
gratings,  into  which  a wheel  can 
drop. 

1 5.  Beware  of  man’s  best  friend. 
Best  defense,  Sloane  says,  is  a 
slender  whip  fastened  to  the 
handlebar  stem.  One  quick  smack 
across  the  nose  should  deter  a 
vicious  dog. 

16.  If  you  are  carrying  a child, 
put  it  in  a seat  on  the  back,  not 
on  the  front  of  the  bike.
